The Ketogenic diet is high in 
fat and low in carbohydrate and 
Protein. It doesn't sound like a 
healthy diet, but it can be effec- 
tive in treating this childhood 
malady. 

Children quite often outgrow 
childhood epilepsy, so the kids 

don't stay on the diet forever. 
Once the seizures are con- 
trolled, under the supervision of 
a doctor, the diet is occasionally 
changed to see what effect addi- 
tion of other foods may have. 

Generally, the diet is followed 
for two years and then the child 
is "weaned" off the diet in the 
third year. 

In some cases, the children 
respond immediately. Others 
may take up to six months to 
respond.*A lot depends on the 
type of seizures the child has 


High fat diet may help control children's seizures - 


and his or her own metabolism. 
Children on the diet are also 
monitored for any nutritional 
deficiencies. The high fat diet 
results in ketosis. In addition, 
fluids are limited, which helps 
contribute to the diet's success. 
This ketotic state exerts an 
anti-epileptic effect, although 
researchers still don't know 
exactly how this works. 
According to the Stanford 
University website, the diet is 
often used along with some 
drug therapy. In many cases, 
use of the diet has allowed the 
doctor to reduce the doses of 
drugs the child takes.

Lupus: Controllable but difficult to diagnose

Did you know that more 
Americans* have lupus than 
AIDS, cerebral palsy, multiple 
sclerosis, sickle-cell anemia or 
cystic fibrosis combined, and 
the disease is 10-15 times more 
likely to afféct women than 
men?

Because its signs are spo- 
radic and. imitate the symp- 
toms of many other. illnésses, 
lupus - an elusive disease that 
and weakens the 
immune system - is difficult to 
diagnose. Lupus affects

Caucasian women and is more 


prevalent among certain ethnic 
groups including Latinos, 
Native Americans and Asians. 
For most people, lupus is a 
mild disease affecting only a 
few organs. But for others, it 
may cause serious and even 
life-threatening problems, In 
fact, thousands of Americans 
die each year from lupus-relat- 
ed complications. 

To help increase awareness 
of this potentially deadly dis- 
ease, Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield of Florida offers these 
five fast facts about lupus, with 
information provided by the 
Lupus Foundation of America. 

* Thére are three types of. 
lupus: discoid, systemic, and 
drug-induced. Discoid lupus is 
always limited to the skin. It is 
identified by a rash that may 
appear on the face, neck and 
scalp. 

In approximately 10 percent 
of the people with lupus, dis- 
coid lupus can evolve into the 
systemic form `of the disease, 
which can affect almost ahy 
organ or system of the body, 
and this manifestation cannot 
be predicted or prevented. 
Drug induced lupus occurs less 
frequently after the use of cer- 
tain prescribed drugs. 

* The cause of lupus is 
unknown, but environmental 
and genetic factors play a role. 
Examples of the environmental 
factors that’ may trigger the 


disease are: infections, antibi- е 


otics (especially those in the 
sulfa and penicillin groups), 
ultraviolet light, and extreme ) 
Stress. 

* Though lupus is thought of ' 
as a disease only affecting 
women, many men are also 
affected. Lupus can occur at 
апу age and,in either sex, 
although’ it does occur more 
frequently among women, pos- , 
sibly because of hormones. The 
increase of disease signs before 
menstrual periods and/or dur- 
ing pregnancy supports the« 
belief that hormones, particu- 
larly estrogen, . may Бе 
involved, but this has not been 
confirmed. 

* Lupus is difficult to diag- 
nose because the signs are 
often vague and intermittent. 
Thére is no single laboratory › 
test that сап determine 
whether a person has lupus.or 
not, so diagnosis is usually 
made by a careful review of a 
person's entire medical history 
paired with multiple test 
results, 

* With early diagnosis and ) 
current methods of therapy, 80- : 
90 percent of people who suffer 
from lupus can anticipate а 
normal life span if they follow 
the instructions of their physi- 

ian, take their medication (s) 
ав. prescribed, and know when 
to-seek help for unexpected 
side-effects of a medication or

When Hurricane Floyd was 
heading toward Florida last 
month, the dangerous category 
4 storm had our full attention.

It's remarkable more people 
weren't killed or injured since 
hardly anyone ‘in Houston 
knew the storm was coming. 
Even today, information on the 
hurricane is difficult to find. In 
fact, there is virtually no refer- 
ence to the storm in the records 
of ‘the National Weather 
Service in Houston 

The hurricane that struck 
Texas on July 27, 1943 has 
become known as the "surprise 
storm", a hurricane that the 
government wanted to keep 
secret. It became the first hur- 
ricane censored because of 
national security. 

It was 1943 and the United 
States was in the middle ‘of 
World War II. Censorship of the 
news was routine. Because of 
suspected . German . U-boat 
activity in the Gulf of Mexico, 
all ships' rádio broadcasts were 
silenced, This included .any 
reports of weather, even 
adverse weather such as a hur- 
ricane, 

Weather Bureau hurricane 
forecasters in 1943 relied 


almost. exclusi: 


ely on reports 
from ships at sea for the data to 
issue hurricane warnings 
Satellite imagery was 20 years 
away, while radar wasnt rou 
tine for another decade. 

When the outer rain bands of 


the "surprise storm" began 
lashing the upper Texas coast, 
it was a shock to residents as 
well as weather forecasters. A 


few warnings were issued but 
came after the storm had made 
landfall 

Even news reports of the 
storm were heavily censored Бу,

feared the loss of production of Ў 
war materials might-be discov- 
ered by the Axis Powers, Only * 
newspapers in Texas and 
Louisiana carried accounts of 
the storm. 

‘There was even à report that 
the FBI shutdown a telegraph 
office -in La Porte, Texas 
because someone sent a 
telegram to Washington, D.C. 
informing someone of the dam- 
ages from the hurricane. 

This was the first-and last- 
hurricane ever censored by the 
yernment, War or no war, the 
risk to-human life was too, 
great: In fact, a hurricane 
threatened the same area two 
months, later but this time 
everyone knew it was coming.

Because of the nature of our discussion we 
will be foousing upon the predictive aspect of prophe- 
cy. Evidence of the divine authorship of the Bible is 
seen in its accurate foretelling of future events by its 
inspired writers. 
Criteria Concerning predictive prophecy 
Predictive prophecy may be evaluated by three def- 
inite criteria. Predictive prophecy must be remote. 
Any predictive prophecy must be remote enough in 
time as to be incapable of mere guesswork or logical 
deduction. After last year's winning season, predict- 
ing the Glades Central football team will have a win- 
ning seàson this year does not take divine interven- 
tion but "would be a fairly safe and educated guess. 
Predictive prophecy must be remote enough to not be 
mere guesswork for deduction. Even if I predicted 


that the Glades Central team would have а winning | ' 


season in the year 2150 would not constitute divine 
intervention for there is a fifty-fifty chance I will be 
correct. This leads to our second criteria, predictive 
prophecy must be specific. For me to be specific in my 
prediction I might give the scores of each game, the 
names of the individuals that scored and how they 
scored. This would be a very specific prediction. 
However, anyone can make a detailed prediction, it is 
the fulfillment of that prediction that gives evidence 
of divine influence of the prediction. Thus the third 
criteria for predictive prophecy, it must be fulfilled. 
Some Examples of Specific Bible Predictive 
Prophecy fulfilled. 

The Arab nation claims to descend from Ishmael, 
son of Hagar and Abraham. Notice what Moses wrote 
concerning Hagar: 

Then the Angel of the Lord said to her, “J will mul- 
tiply your descendants exceedingly, so that they shall 
not be counted for multitude." And the Angel of the 
Lord said to her: Behold, you are with child, And you 
Shall bear a son. You shall call his name Ishmael, 
Because the Lord has heard your affliction. He shall 
be a wild man; His hand shall be against every man, 
And every man's hand against him. And he shall 
dwell in the presence ‘of all his brethren. (Genesis 
16:10-12). 

Would the words written by Moses describe the 
Arab nation today? How did Moses know this? The 
answer is of course, God revealed it to him. 

‘Consider the writings of the prophet Isaiah who 
lived and wrote approximately 700*y&ars before Jesus 
Christ. In chapter 53, verses one through nine he 
wrote: Who has.believed our report? Апа to whom has 
the arm of the Lord been revealed? For He shall grow 
up before Him as a tender plant, And-as a root out of 
dry ground. He has no form or comeliness; And when 
we see Him, There is no beauty that we should desire 
Him. He is despised and rejected by men, A Man of 
‘sorrows and acquainted with grief. And we hid, as if 
were, our faces from Him; He was despised, and we 
did not esteem Him. 

Surely He has borne our griefs And carried our sor- 
rows; yet we esteemed Him stricken, smitten by God, 
and afflicted. But He was wounded for our transgres- 
sions, He was bruised for our iniquities; The chas- 
tisement of our peace was upon Him, And by His 
stripes we are healed: All we, like sheep have gone 
astray; We have turned, every one, to his own way; 
And the Lord has laid on Him the iniquity-of us all. 
He was oppressed and He was afflicted, Yet He 
opened not His mouth; He was led as a lamb to the 
slaugliter, And as a sheep before its shearers is Silent, 
So He opened not Ніз. mouth. He was taken from 
prison and from judgment, And who will declare His 
generation? For He was cut off from the land of the 
living; For the transgressions of My people He was 
stricken. And they made His grave with the wicked-- 
But with the rich at His death, Because He had done 
no violence, Nor was any deceit їп His mouth. 

Was not Christ rejected and his message unbelieved 
by. the majority of the Jews? Was He not rejected 
because he did not come with the glory of the previous 
kings but as a carpenter’s son? 

Did He not bear our griefs and our sorrows on 
Calvary?.Was He not wounded for our transgression 
and stricken for our iniquities? Did He not come to 


gather His sheep into the fold? Were not His trials a 
mockery? Was he not crucified next to two thieves and 
yet laid in the tomb of wealthy Joseph of Arimathia? 
How did Isaiah know to write these specific details 
700. years before there .occurrence. Because God
